The death of the beloved Mr. Megargee closes a career 
of incessant activity. He was a tireless worker, and until 
illness last July compelled him to forsake his desk, was 
ilways at it. In more than a score of years he took only 
two vacations. 

On July 31 Mr. Megargee was prostrated by illness. He 
mproved, however, and two weeks ago was able to appear 

the store for a brief period. Recently, however, an op- 
eration was performed and on Thursday last, as he at- 
tempted to get from his bed to a couch, he fell from weak- 
ness. There resulted a hemorrhage, which on Saturday 
brought death. 

About his deathbed were his wife, Mirian R. Megargee, 
and their children, the Misses Hazel, Alice, Lorna, Mirian, 
Jr and Irwin N. Megargee, 3d. his mother, Mrs. Mary 
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Ann Megargee; his brother, U. S. Grant Megargee, and 
his father-in-law, William F. Johnson 

Irwin Nana Megargee was only forty-three years of 
age. He was born April 1, 1862, the fifth child of Irwin 
N. Megargee, Sr. The senior Megargee, in the early ’40s, 
established a paper business in association with his broth 
ers, Theodore and Sylvester. After the graduation of the 
son from the Central High School he established the busi 
ness of the present firm of Irwin N. Megargee & Co., his 
father’s business, conducted under the name of the Megar- 
gee Brothers Paper Manufacturing Firm, having gone out 
of business at the death of the senior Irwin N. Megargee. 

The son’s firm began business on Sansom street, above 
Sixth street It was from the first successful. Growth 
compelled larger quarters and these were found at 617 
Chestnut street. In a short time, however, additional ca 
pacity was required. This was found in the double build- 
ing, 12 and 14 South Sixth street, the present home. 

Mr. Megargee was a director of the Merchants’ National 
Bank and was a member of the Pen-y-Bryn, Rose Tree 
and West Chester Hunt clubs, and the Art Club. His 
country home at Bladwynne was within a stone’s throw of 
the site of the first paper mill in the immediate vicinity of 
Philadelphia, built by an ancestor of Mr. Megargee. 

Surviving him are three sisters and three brothers—Mrs. 
Ella Trumbore, Mrs. Maybelle Purcell, Mrs. Anna Barse, 
Monroe W. Megargee, U. S. Grant Megargee and Edward 
S. Megargee. The estate is valued at about $300,000. The 
regrettable death will not involve any change in the firm 
which he founded and of which U. S. Grant Megargee is

Interesting to Rope Drive Users. 
New York, October i2, 1905 
Editor of The Paper Trade Journal: 

Sir—In the spring of 1y04 the engineer of our transmis 
sion rope department read a paper before the New England 
Cotton Manufacturers Association, showing the relative 
cost of rope, belt and electrical drives in cotton mills 
This paper brought forth considerable criticism at the 
time, the most severe coming from partisans of electrical 
transmission. Qur reply to this criticism was the follow- 
ing offer, which was printed in practically all of the tech- 
nical and trade papers of the United States: 

“The American Manufacturing Company, of 65 Wall 
street, New York, will agree to furnish the necessary rope 
sheaves, rope and driven head-shafts for the main drive 
of any cotton mull using 500 or more horse power de 
veloped at the mill site, at one-quarter the price for which 
any responsible company furnishing electrical apparatus 
will agree to install generators, motors, motor shafts, 
switchboard, wiring and other appliances necessary to elec- 
trically transmit the same power. 

“Where the power is generated at a distance from the 
mill site, if the mill will install one central motor, the 
American Manufacturing Company will agree to distribute 
the power from same to the main line shafts by means of 
rope drives, for half the cost of electrical apparatus to dis- 
tribute the same power. 

“This offer is made to any cotton or woolen mill in the 
United States.” 

It is sixteen months since this offer was made. So far 
no manufacturer of electrical apparatus has come forward 
to take up the challenge. We wish now to repeat the offer, 
with the following addition: 

“We will guarantee to any cotton, woolen, paper or any 
other mill Where the transmission does not exceed 500 feet, 
and which is using 500 horse power or more, a saving of 
25 per cent. in fuel consumption in favor of rope drives 
over any electrical equipment that can be installed, the 
same engine being used for both transmissions. 

“Further, in case we fail, we will remove our apparatus 
without expense to the mill owner and pay a forfeit of 
$10,000 to cover loss and inconvenience to the company 
making the trial; provided, any concern furnishing elec 
trical appliances will take the other side of the proposition 
and duplicate this offer.”

The grease proof properties of parchment are usually 
tested by means of the blister test, says Dr. C. Bartsch. 
That is to say, the property by which such papers form 
blisters or bubbles on the when heated over a 
flame. Another test is to rub one or two drops of turpen- 
tine on to the surface of the paper, and note whether the 
turpentine penetrates through the paper or not. 

As both these tests are considerably simpler than the

ent fats, experiments were undertaken to see how far 
these two testing methods are to be relied upon. 

For this purpose some forty samples of parchment paper 
were selected of various strengths and different origin, 
and tested by the official methods with various fats, and 
the results compared with those obtained with the turpen- 
tine and blister tests. 

Small samples of lard, butter and bacon were wrapped in 
pieces of parchment paper 10 by 15 cm., folded letter shape. 
Then to determine to what extent the grease penetrated 
they were wrapped again in ordinary writing paper and 
pressed flat.

grease had penctrated the parchment and formed grease 
spots on the writing paper. 

For the turpentine test four to five drops were placed on 
a quarto sheet of parchment paper and well rubbed in with 
the finger. Any turpentine which penetrated was made 
evident by the formation of grease spots on a sheet of 
writing paper placed underneath the parchment paper. 

For the blister test a piece of parchment paper was held 
for a short time in the flame of a bunsen burner turned 
low.

There is close resemblance between the turpentine and 
the practical tests, as will be seen from the table. Those 
papers which would be regarded as grease proof as the 
result of the turpentine test are shown to be impenetrable 
to the three fats. Those papers penetrable to turpentine 
are in all cases penetrable to bacon, and few others are 
penetrable to lard and butter. it seems at first strange 
that bacon should make greater demands on the grease 
proof properties of a paper than lard or butter. Appar- 
ently: at a temperature of 18 to 20° C. bacon already begins 
to exude liquid oily substances, which at that temperature 
penetrate the paper more easily than the constituents of 
lard and butter, which do not separate out in this manner. 


From this it may seem that a parchment paper may be 
penetrable to one fat and impenetrable to another. Those 
papers, however, which are not penetrable to turpentine 
are certainly not so to bacon, lard and butter. 

A further advantage possessed by the turpentine test is 
the ease with which small holes in the paper are detected 
as the oil penetrates at these points, and they are fre 
quently the cause of the paper being slightly penetrable or 
only so at one or two points. The blister test does not 
show this, nor do the other practical tests.

City oF Mexico, October 16, 1905.—The shareholders of 
the San Rafael Paper Company held a meeting lately at 
which Manuel Romano Gavito presided.

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Postal Card Bids. 


\s will be seen by a news article on the third page of 
this issue of THE Paper TRADE JourRNAL, the Post Office 
Department is calling for bids for its supply of postal 
cards for the four years beginning January 1, 1906. The 
bids will be opened next month, and it will be well for 
bidders to pay special attention to the provisions of the 
specifications, and particularly as to the way in which the 
proposals are to be made and the bonds to be given. The 
specifications are very lengthy, cover minute details, and 
place much stress on the form of both bids and bonds. 

The specifications provide that the postal card paper, 
finished and free of moisture, must contain by weight: 

Not less than 66 per cent. of bleached spruce fibre. 

Not less than 18 per cent. of bleached poplar or cotton- 
wood fibre. 

Not less than 12 per cent. ash, and 

Not less than 4 per cent. of rosin, glue, coloring materi- 
als and volatile constituents. 

The paper must match in finish and color the sample of 
paper that will be furnished to each bidder by the Depart- 
ment. 

Paper manufacturers who intend to bid will do well to 
study closely the specifications, a copy of which can be had 
on application to the purchasing agent of the Post Office 


Department, Washington. 





The Association Idea. 

The “get together idea” is growing fast in the paper 
trade, and such associations as have been formed have been 
of direct benefit to their members, and of indirect benefit 
to the whole trade. Were the membership of each associa- 
tion enlarged by the addition of those who are now out- 
side, it would not only strengthen the organizations them- 
selves, but would have a reciprocal effect on the new mem- 
bers. 

The Paper Association of New York makes steady prog- 

ress, and the work that is at hand is constantly pushed 
forward to completion. There are, however, a number of 
houses who are not members who should be. 
“The New York Paper Stock Dealers’ ‘Association, al- 
though young, has grown amazingly. Its establishing of 
standard grades of paper stock was an excellent bit of 
work, and the benefits of it are being realized each day. 
At its latest meeting the association admitted to member- 
ship a number of importing houses, and it is expected the 
rest of the firms in this line will join the ranks of the 
packers. 

The Philadelphia Association of Paper Stock Packers 
held its first dinner last week, and while the affair was in- 
formal, it was so thoroughly enjoyed by all that it is more 
than likely that it will be repeated next month. 

The American Paper and Pulp Association is planning 
an active campaign, and its officers have a number of mat- 
ters under consideration. One thing should be done, 
and as to this there seems to be no difference of opinion. 
That is, the association should be made an organization 
of manufacturers. Its active membership should be con- 
fined to mill men, who should have the power to control 
its work. There should also be an associate membership, 
to which paper dealers, machinery manufacturers and sup- 
ply men should be admitted. The power to administer the 
association, and to carry out whatever policy it may have, 
should be confined to manufacturers just as it was years 
ago. It is in every sense a manufacturers’ association, and 
its active membership should not include those who are 
not bona fide paper or pulp makers. 

To adopt that course reflects not at all on those who 
would be eligible as associate members. They: would be 
entitled to many rights and benefits, but should have no 
vote or voice in deciding upon what course the organiza- 
tion should take on any question. 


Alleged Timber Thefts. 


A game protector in Oneida County, New York, has 
been arrested, charged with grand larceny in connection 
with the cutting of timber in the Adirondacks. Forest 
Commissioner Whipple announces that the protector has 
made a confession implicating others and showing that 
Adirondack timber was unlawfully cut and removed by 


collusion with State employees, who were paid for their 





services. lle also announces that he intends to prosecut 
criminally those who are guilty 

There have long been rumors of thefts of State timber 
and there may now be presented an opportunity to prove 
the truth or untruth of these reports. If there have been 
such thefts, the guilty people should be punished. This is 
equally true whether they are State officials or others. It 
is also equally true that the man who helps along a theft 
by bribing an official to permit the theft should be punished 
as severely as the official who takes the bribe. 

It is, however, one thing to charge theft and collusion, 
but it is another thing to prove it. The trial of the matter 


may safely be left to our courts. 





The reorganization committee of Harper & Broth 
ers, the New York 
before the creditors a plan to put the business on 


publishing house, has placed 


a new basis. The plan is to issue $2,000,000 in new 
first mortgage 5 per cent. bonds, of which $1,500,000 
will be used in securing present indebtedness and cancelling 
the present mortgage. The remaining $500,000 will be held 
in the treasury for future uses. It is also proposed to issue 
$1,000,000 6 per cent. non-cumulative preferred stock 
$889,387 of which will be exchanged for outstanding in 
come bonds issued to unsecured creditors of the old com 
pany, at the rate of $100 par value of new stock for $200 
par value of income bonds. In addition $52,363 of the 
stock is to be delivered to holders of income bonds as an 
extra I per cent. interest on their bonds for the last thre¢ 
years. By the new arrangement the fixed charges are to 
be again considerably reduced, and income bondholders are 
to be converted into stockholders. Under the first plan of 
reorganization Harper & Brothers’ bonded indebtednes 
was reduced from $3,000,000 to $1,500,000, and the annual 
fixed interest charges from nearly $200,000 to $55,800, all 
of which will be of much interest to the paper making fra 
ternity. 





The action of the Canadian Post Office Department in 
cutting off a number of American publications from th« 
list of magazines and newspapers allowed to enter Canada 
as second class matter has led to considerable inquiry from 
their Canadian subscribers as to the reason. The result 
of the action will increase the postage. William Smith, 
Secretary of the Post Office Department, when asked the 
reason, replied: “We cut them because we did not think 
they came up to the proper idea of what a magazine should 
be. If they were published in Canada they could not cir 
culate under second class matter rates. Our objections to 
them as magazines entitled to such privileges are based 
upon the general poorness of contents and to their being 
rather advertising mediums than magazines.” Second 
class rate entitles magazines to be carried through th: 
United States mails into Canada at 1 cent per pound. Th: 
imposition of third class rate will force these papers to pay 
about fourteen times as much postage. 

Under a royal decree it is provided that cardboard and 
paper, colored, glazed on one side only, are to be allowed 
free importation into Greece, or in transit duty free, sub 
ject to compliance with special regulations. For instance, 
it is to be imported in quantities of not less than 1,000 nor 
more than 50,000 sheets; to be in either 60x45, 60x90, or 
70x87 centimetres, provided the same are to be used for 
making boxes in which to pack raisins, and are duly ex 
ported or declared for transit. The temporary importation 
of such papers and cardboard can only be effected through 
the custom houses of Patras, Zante, Calamata and Corfu 

Considering the invaluable work of the late C. D. Ekman 
in the field of sulphite pulp manufacture it is only fitting 
that his name should be perpetuated in a suitable manner 
We, therefore, again direct attention to the efforts of the 
British Wood Pulp Association to provide a permanent 
memorial, the form of which will depend upon the amount 
of subscriptions. Already several large sums have been 
promised, and we hope the list will be large, particularly as 
Mr. Ekman’s eminent services were not confined to Nor 
way, Sweden and the United Kingdom, but were of bene 
fit to the entire industry the world over

thirty-five cents a hundred pounds, says the Newark (N. J.) 
Advertiser. This should read: “The mere bringing of a 
suit by the Government against the paper trust has set the 
newspaper publishers of the country lying in a manner to 
make one want to award the prize for truth telling to 
Ananias.”

Plaintiff Non-Suited in Damage Case. 

Lockport, N. Y., October 16, 1905.—William Kirby, at 
one time an employee of the Lockport Paper Company, 
sued that company last week in the Supreme Court for 
$10,000 damages and was non-suited. This decision will 
be watched with interest by mill owners all over the coun- 
try, as Judge Lambert directed the jury to bring in the 
verdict. The judge held that no negligence on the part of 
the defendant company was proven. “It seems to me,” 
said the justice, “that the plaintiff himself was negligent 
in blindly thrusting himself close to that revolving shaft, 
aware of the danger in it.” 

Kirby met with his accident in February last. He was 
tending screens in the mill on the night of the accident 
and had been asked by a machine tender named Henry J. 
Rhody to assist him tighten up one of the machines. While 
holding a torch, Kirby alleged his clothing was caught in a 
shaft revolving at the rate of 135 revolutions a minute 
and he was whirled over and over. His left arm was 
broken in two places, several ribs were fractured and he 
received severe internal injuries. The Lockport Paper 
Company is insured with a trust company against acci- 
dents to its employees, and the trust company’s at- 
torneys conducted the defense. Judge Lambert gave plain- 
tiff’s attorneys the privilege of arguing for an appeal before 
the Appellate Division. W. E. T.

With the manufacturers the market sit- 
comparatively speaking, is not as good as it is 
with the dealers. As explained by a mill man this week, 
the weakness of the manufacturers’ position is due to the 
full production at all the mills throughout the past sum- 
mer. The high water during the hot months resulted in 
an overproduction, especially of the cheaper grades of 
Wrappings and News paper. Had it not ‘been for this ac- 
cumulation of paper at the mills, estimated at 25 per cent. 
in excess of the average quantity at the beginning of the 
fall season, there would have been no weakness in these 
papers at this time. The inability of the manufacturers 
to get rid of their surplus stocks before the fall trade began 
has had a bearish effect on the whole market. News and 
Wood Manilas continue low in price. Fibre papers are 
not considered as strong as they were last week, as the 
competition of the mills is again quite severe. For the 
better grades of Fibres the minimum price is said to be 
2.40c. Rope papers and high grade Sulphite Manilas are 
both firm and high. High class Book papers are strong, 
while the average grades of Super and M. F. are held 
down in price by the low quotations made by a number of 
the mils on prospective contracts. Writings are in fair 
position for this season, but cannot be said to be strong. 
As yet it is too early to see what effect the new prices on 
Box Boards have had in the demand for them.
